Speaker Whitecotton says there is a disposition on the part 


of the House members not to appropriate more than half or 


less of the $1,000,000 for World's Fair purposes, sanctioned by 
the voters of the state, on the theory that only a part of the 
money will be needed before the next session of the Legis- 
lature in 1903. 

Tntil the World's Fatr corporation and the state commis- 
sion have been organized and full plans have been adopted 
it will be impossible to determine accurately how and when 
the money will be expended. Undoubtedly all the information 
possible will be placed at the eariiest possible moment at 
the disposal of the State Legislature by the World’s Fair 
managers. 

One thing, however, is clear, namely—that the State Legis- 
lature must not let any considerations of picayunish econ- 
omy hamper the state commission in the expenditure of the 
money to the best advantage of the state and the World's 
Fair. The intent of the people of Missouri was to devote $1.- 
000,000 to a Missouri exhibit which would add to the attrac- 
tiows of the hair and be a credit to the state. Nothing can 
be permitted to interfere with the carrying out of this pur- 
pose. 

There is another consideration. The World's Fair is to be 
held in Missouri's principal city. Of all the states Missouri 
has the deepest interest in the Fair. Missouri must set the 
pace for the other states. Nothing should be done that would 
tend in the slightest degree to convey the impression that 
Missouri has any intention of slighting the-World’s Fair or 
of doing less than her full share toward its success. 

The Voters of Missouri voted $1,000,000 for the World's Fair. 
That money should be appropriated and expended so as to 
get the best results and create the best impression.
